determining statistics for the primary player based the success of primary wagers 

placed by the primary player; and 

displaying the determined statistics for the primary player to at least the second 
playe r via the handheld wireless conmiimications device . 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4-2, further comprising: 
determining odds for the secondary wager based at least in part on the success of a 

number of previous primary wagers placed by the primary player; and 

displaying the determined odds to at least the secondary plave r via the handheld 
wireless conmiunications device. 
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7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4-2, further comprising: 
determining odds for the secondary wager based at least in part on the success of a 

number of previous primary wagers placed by the primary player; and 

determining an amount to pay the secondary player if the secondary wager is 
successful based on the determined odds for the secondary wager. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4-2, further comprising: 
receiving a tertiary wager placed by fr em-a tertiary player regarding an outcome of 

the secondary wager of the secondary playe r: and 

transmitting tertiary wager information to the host computing system . 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4-2 wherein receiving a 
primary wager from a primary player regarding an outcome of a gaming event includes receiving 
at least one wagering piece from the primary wager at a gaming event site at which an occurrence 
of the gaming event takes place. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4-2 wherein receiving a 
primary wager from a primary player regarding an outcome of a gaming event includes receiving 
at least one wagering piece from the primary wager at a remote site, the remote site being remote 
with respect to a gaming event site at which an occurrence of the gaming event takes place. 

11. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4-2 wherein receiving a 
primary wager from a primary player regarding an outcome of a gaming event, includes, 
receiving at least one wagering piece at a gaming table. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4-2 wherein receiving a 
primary wager from a primary player regarding an outcome of a gaming event, includes, 
receiving at least one of cash and a wagering piece at a gaming machine. 
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13. (Currently Amended) The method of claim +2 wherein receiving a 
secondary wager from a secondary player regarding an outcome of the primary wager of the 
primary player, includes receiving a communication from the handheld wireless commimications 
device located at a remote site, the remote site being remote with respect to a site of an 
occurrence of the gaming event.

primary wager. 

36. (Original) The wagering system of claim 35 wherein the primary wager 
input device comprises an imager positioned to image at least one wagering piece on a gaming 
table.
